PLAi^T-QUAHANTIICh:  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS 
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Regulations  Governing  Importation  of  Sudan  Grass 

Executive  Decree  No,    87,028,    January  16,    1941,    creates  a 
Service   for  the   certification  and  inspection  of  domestic   forage 
plant   seeds.      The   following  articles  refer   to   the   importation  of 
seeds,    including  especially  Sudan  grass. 

Article   20.      Importers  of  seeds  may  not  propagate   them   in 
the   country  without  being  previously  registered  and  approved  oy 
the    Seed  Inspection   Service. 

Art.    21.      The  railroads,    shipping  companies,    and  other  pub- 
lic  carriers   shall  accept   only  certified  and  sealed   shipments  of 
Sudan  grass. 

Art.    22.      New  bags  only  shall  be  used.      Each  bag   shall  be 
sealed  and  labeled  with  the  following  information:      Name  of 
variety,    origin,    date   of  harvest,    and  grade. 
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
